A.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  two  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  District,

The  butchers  and  the  wholesalers  still  continue  to  deal  in  high  quality 
animals  and  as  a result  the  rejection  of  vrhole  carcasses  as  unfit  for  food 
remained  at  a very  small  percentage, 

FASCIOLIOSIS  (LIVER  FLUKE)  Am  ECCHINOCCUS 

The  incidence  of  these  parasited  in  the  organs  of  cattle  and  sheep  increased 
slightly  during  the  year  v/ith  the  continuing  resultant  loss  in  livers  to  the 
trade.  In  some  certain  consignments  of  sheep  received  during  the  year  as  much 
as  50%  were  effected.
